KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 22.— 
The fat little man who is Boss T. J. 
Pendergast’s private secretary and 
his agent in racetrack transactions 
involving thousands of dollars was 
also.on the Kansas City payroll 
as chief sanitary inspector, charged 
with seeing that the Pendergast- 
controlled company, paid about 
$350,000 a year to collect the city’s 
garbage, does its work properly, it 
was learned today. 

Thus the secretary, Bernard W. 


Gnefkow, who presides over the 
anteroom of the boss’ office at 1908 
Main street, denying or granting 
audience with his superior, personi- 
fies the close relationship between 
Pendergast’s private life and the 
public’s business. 

As chief sanitary inspector at 
$160 a month, Gnefkow has had 
supervision over the functions of 
the Sanitary Service Co., which col- 
lects the garbage and feeds it to 
company hogs. The controlling in- 
terest in the concern is held by 
the Pendergast family. However, 
it was announced today, following 
disclosure of Gnefkow’s dual role, 
that he was no longer on the city 
payroll. Dr. Edwin H. Schorer, 
Director of Health, said Gnefkow 
had resigned Thursday. Mayor 
Bryce B. Smith would not comment 
on the resignation, 


Received Race Winnings. 

As private secretary, he was the 
recipient, for Pendergast, of $43,- 
566 in winnings on horse race bets 
placed by the boss with a large 
Newark (N. J.) handbook from 
Nov. 29 last to Jan. 4. This was 
disclosed yesterday when Assistant 
United States District Attorney 
Sam C. Blair made public infor- 
mation obtained in a police raid on 
the bookmaking establishment. 

The portly Gnefkow is about 35 
years old, with a-round face and 
thinning hair. His mien was seri- 
ous as he waited for most of the 
last two days in the lobby of the 
District Attorney’s office, under 
subpena to testify before the Fed- 
eral grand jury which is investi- 
gating his boss’ affairs. 

He was finally taken before the 
jury yesterday afternoon, ques- 
tioned for two and one-half hours 
and told to return for further tes- 
timony Monday. 

For nearly all of the past week, 
the jury heard from Sanitary Serv- 
ice officers, including Lester Jor- 
dan, the president; Henry Warren, 
vice-president, and John S. Wright, 
secretary and counsel. Executives

TERMINAL OFFERS PLAN 
FOR ITS LEVEE TRAGKS 


Agrees to Co-operate With 
City on Removing Ele- 
vated Structure. 


The Terminal Railroad has 
agreed to co-operate with the city 
in a plan to remove the elevated 
tracks from the tevee, it was an- 
nounced by Mayor Bernard F. 
Dickmann today following a meet- 


ing in his office attended by P. J. 
Watson Jr., president of the Ter- 
minal, and two of its directors. 

No definite agreement was 
reached as to the best means of 
eliminating the tracks, but a pro- 
posal made by Watson will be sub- 
mitted to the National Park Serv- 
ice, which has charge of the Jeffer- 
son Memorial riverfront improve- 
ment. Details of the porposal were 
not disclosed, it being explained 
that to do so might make it diffi- 
cult to obtain the property § re- 
quired for the change. 

Last year Secretary of Interior 
Ickes approved a statement of pol- 
icy by the National Park Service, 
which said nothing would be ex- 
pended for the St. Louis riverfront 
improvement until the removal of 
the elevated railroad structure was 
assured. A 50-year franchise for 
use of the elevated tracks by the 
Terminal Association expired in 
1937 and the railroads now use the 
elevated structure under a permit, 
which the city may revoke at any 
time. 

Following Ickes’ edict President 
Baxter L, Brown of the Board of 
Public Service told of a plan, de- 
vised by the city to place the dou- 
ble-track line in a subway along 
the levee. It is now understood 
that the newest plan calls for a 
depressed right-of-way, or cut, simi- 
lar to that in Forest Park. 

John L. Nagle, director of the 
National Park Service, and Frank, 
C. Wright, assistant director of the 
RFC, attended today’s meeting. 


COTTON EXPORT SUBSIDY 
ACCEPTED BY ROOSEVELT 


Senator Bankhead Reports Appro- 
val of Two Cents a Pound Up 
to 7,000,000 Bales. 

WASHINGTON, April 22 (AP). 
—Senator Bankhead (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, announced today that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had aggeed to a cot- 
ton export proposal calling for pay- 
ment of a subsidy of about 2 cents 
a pound on as much as 7,000,000 
bales of this year’s cotton crop. 

The proposal revises somewhat 
the administration’s origina] plan 
for subsidizing the exportation of 
11,000,000 bales of cotton held under 
Government loan. 

The Senator added that the re- 
vised program had received almost 
unanimous support of the southern 
cotton bloc at a conference today. 

Under the plan, the Secretary of 
Agriculture would pay a subsidy on 
cotton during the 12-month season 
starting Aug. 1 of this year. Ex- 
porters could be paid either in cash 
or with cotton from loan stocks. 
None of the loan stocks could be 
used, however, until after Jan. 1, 
1940.

WOMAN STOPS TRIAL 
ADMITS POISONING 3 


Mrs. Carina Favato Confesses 
Philadelphia Murders to 
Collect Insurance. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 22 (AP). 
Mrs. Carina Favato, 44-year-old 
boarding house keeper charged with 
poisoning her stepson to collect his 
life insurance, interrupted her trial 


yesterday to plead guilty of three 


murders. 

Mrs. Favato was faced with testi- 
mony by an insurance salesman 
that she had invited him to join in 
a widespread poisoning scheme to 
collect insurance; and by Mrs. Su- 
sie Di Martino, a co-defendant who 
turned state’s witness, that Mrs. 
Favato collected $1979 insurance 
after poisoning Giuseppe Di Mar- 
tino, her husband. 

Mrs. Favato’s decision to plead 
guilty took the case from the jury 
and left her punishment to the de- 
cision of three judges. 

Herman Petrillo, first to go on 
trial, was convicted by a jury of 
first degree murder for which a 
death sentence is mandatory. At 
the conclusion of the summation of 
the testimony for the court, Trial 
Judge Edwin O. Lewis announced: 

“T am sure the other judges will 
agree with me that we will take into 
consideration Mrs. Favato’s attitude 
and what co-operation she gives the 
District Attorney’s office whether 
the punishment will be the electric 
chair or life imprisonment.” 

Besides the poisoning of her step- 
son, Philip Ingrao, 17, a year ago, 
Mrs. Favato pleaded guilty to 
charges she poisoned his father, 
Charles Favato, four years ago, and 
Giuseppe Di Martino in 1937. 

Mrs. Favato also pleaded guilty 
to defrauding insurance companies 
of about $28,000 on the lives of the 
three, and to a charge of conspiring 
with others to murder. 
| A physician testified that after 
the Negro boy died, the woman re- 
ported the youth had been attend- 
ed by a “hex doctor,” a witchcraft 
practitioner, during his ilness. 

@ther witnesses told of being in- 
vited to join a poison ring which 
one said operated in New York, 
New Jersey and D<zlaware, in addi- 
tion to Philadeiphia, the headquar- 
ters.

Miss Loretta Mackle, Nick's sec- 
retary, refused to accept service 
lof’ the court order and would not 
wunlatch the gate in the counter, 
which bars the way, to the office 
suite. She hurried into an inner 
room and locked the door. 

McKeown and his group went 
into conference in the lobby. Dep- 
uty Green telephoned for rein- 
forcements from the Sheriff's of- 
rice, but none appeared, Six po- 
licemen arrived on the scene at 
4.15 o’clock, after Aschemeyer com- 
municated with Judge Oakley, and 
the occupation was effected.

A race against time between one| 


steamboat on the Mississippi River} 
and two on California rivers was! 
to be held today in a kind of latter-| 
day effort to revive the glamour of 
the old river packets. 

Participants in this strange’) 
event, which would confound the 
river captains of the Mark Twain 
era, are the Golden Eagle which 
will puff down the Mississippi from 
St. Louis to Cape Girardeau, and 
the Delta King and Delta Queen, 
which will chuff down the San Joa- 
quin and Sacramento rivers from 
Stockton and Sacramento, respec- 
tively, to the San Francisco Fair. 

All of the boats are on regular 
passenger runs. The two California

France and Poland, Germany's 
largest Western and Eastern neigh- 
bors, respectively, apparently were 
not queried, although they were 
included in the list of 31 nations 
named by President Roosevelt in 
his April 14 appeal to Chancellor 
Hitler and Premier Mussolini. 

Here are the returns as far as 
are known at this time: 

Switzerland—"“Has confidence in 
respect for Swiss neutrality, which 
the Confederation will defend with 
its army and which Germany, as 
well as its (Switzerland’s) other 
neighbors, have expressly recog- 
nized.” 

Lithuania—Was reliably reported 
to have referred Germany to the 
Lithuanian-German treaty of March 
22, by which Germany promised 
neither to use nor support force 
against Lithuania. 

Finland—Foreign Minister Eljas 
Erkko said Finland did not consid- 
er its neutrality threatened by 
Germany. 

Belgium—Was reported reliably 
to have decided to answer that it 
has no reason to Suspect the good 
faith of the three nations—Ger- 
many, Britain and France—which 
have pledged themselves to guaran- 
tee its independence. 

The Netherlands—Said it did not 
consider itself menaced by Ger- 
many. 

Sweden—Replied that it did not 
regard itself as menaced. 

Denmark—Officials refused to 
disclose whether the questionnaire 
had been received but observers 
expressed a belief that it had and 
that a negative answer had been 
given. 

Norway—Officials in Oslo main- 
tained silence, but authoritative 
sources said Norway probably 
would act in concert with Sweden 
and Denmark. 

None of the little states of south- 
east Europe disclosed how they had 
answered or even if they had been 
asked. It was regarded as virtu- 
ally certain that Bulgaria, Yugo- 
slavia and Hungary would say 
that they felt no menace from Ger- 
many.

In anotber action, following 4 
series of new decrees approved 
yesterday, it ordered an increase 
in small fighting ships and aux- 
jliary vessels for the navy. 

The point chosen for the new 
naval base, a few miles west of 
Oran, is of particular strategic 
value since warships could oper- 
ate from there in the narrow 
western section of the Mediter- 
ranean which is bounded by the 
Spanish and Spanish Moroccan 
coasts. 

New Naval Base Decree. 

A decree published this after- 
noon made it possible for the Gov- 
ernment to take over immediately 
the ground around Mers-El-Kebir 
necessary for building the base. 
The area was classified officially 
as a military zone. 

Publication of yesterday's de- 
crees in the official journal dis- 
closed that a large part of new 
military credits authorized were 
allotted to the air force. The Air- 
Ministry was authorized to spend 
an additional 3,850,000,000 francs 
($101,640,000). 

The decrees allotted 4,200,000,000 
franc ($110,880,000) to the army; 
4,140,000,000 francs ($109,296,000) to 
the navy, and 580,000,000 francs 
($15,312,000) for colonial troops. 

These increased to 12,770,000,000 
francs ($337,128,000) the new mili- 
tary expenditures authorized by the 
decree laws. These are in addition 
to the regular budget and pre- 
viously authorized extraordinary 
expenditures for the fighting forées. 

45-Hour Week and Sales Tax. 

New decrees designed to bring in 
15,000,000,000 francs ($396,000,000) of 
additional revenue to meet expen- 
ditures of war industries included: 

Establishment of a 45-hour 
work week to supplant the 40- 
hour week. 

A 1 per cent sales tax—an 
“armament tax” on all cash trans- 
actions. 

Issuance of armament bonds. 

Limitation of profits in war in- 
dustries. 

Organization for feeding civil- 
ians in case of war. 

Cancellation of work projects 
and the reduction in Government 
expenditures. 

Official supervision over for- 
eign propaganda in Francé paid 
for by funds sent from the out- 
side. 

Naval Building Program. 

The program for an increase in 
small fighting ships and auxiliary 
vessels calls for the acquisition or 
for the beginning of construction 
within a year of 18 submarine 
chasers, 12 dredges, one floating 
dock and 12,140 tons of other small 
warships.

He re that by continuous 
spraying of water by a sprinijer) 
irrigation device, plants of the ten- 
der asperagus plumosis fern were 
brought through 48-hour periods 
where the temperatures dropped 
as low as 25 degrees, emerging ap- 
parently unharmed from the coat- 
ing of ice that formed without frost 
injury. The principle behind the 
system is that the water in form- 
ing into ice gives off heat. The 
spray maintains the temperature 
of the ice at 32 degrees. 

Sherouse said the sprinkler sys-

“There is no question the in- 
crease in the sinking fund is neces- 
sary,” Mayor Smith said. “If it is 
not made this year, next year’s in- 
crease will have to be doubled. 
However, we might be able to ef- 
fect sufficient savings in operating 
costs to reduce the general levy 
next year.”

SOME W P A ACCOUNTS 
FOUND 10 Be PADDED 


House Investigators Say Cer- 
tain Communities Have Giy- 
en Little Toward Projects. 


WASHINGTON, April 22 (AP).— 
House investigators said yesterday 
they had reports that WPA project 
accounts showing the _ contribu- 
tions made by local sponsors had 
been “padded” in many cases. 

Members of the committee inves- 
tigating the relief agency asserted 
that apparently in numerous  in- 


stances local communities had con- 
tributed virtually nothing toward 
their work-relief projects, although 
WPA officials here have _ stated 
that about 17 per cent of the cost 
is borne locally. 

Under WPA rulings, members 
said, local communities are expect- 
ed to furnish materials and equip- 
ment on all relief projects, and 
WPA pays for the labor. 

“There is absolutely no uniform- 
ity about it, however,” one Legis- 
lator said. “Some communities 
have to pay their full share while 
others get off for little or nothing.’ 

Some members said they favored 
legislation to require a fixed per- 
centage of contribution from each 
community getting a WPA project 
A provision in a bill by Senator 
Byrnes (Dem.), South Carolina. 
now pending in the Senate, would 
fix the percentage at 33 1-3.

The Sen- 
ate version is the one favored by 
the Federal Housing Administra- 


Assistant Administrator. 

The House bill includes an 
amendment spoénsored by Cochran 
which is designed to prevent pro- 
moters from writing up land 
values in obtaining FHA approval 
for insured loans. The amendment 
was introduced as a result of 
Post-Dispatch disclosures that the 
FHA allowance for land values in 
the Manhassett and Lucas-Hunt 
Village projects in St, Louis County 
was far above the amounts actually 
paid. 

Comparison of Changes. 

FHA officials said the Cochran 
amendment would put an end to 10 
per cent of the _ establishment’s 
business, that of guaranteeing loans 
on multiple-dwelling rental proj- 
ééts, and that from 75,000 to 100,- 
000 skilled workmen, now employed 
on such enterprises, would be 
thrown upon the WPA rolls. 

Today, however, Colean asserted 
that the Senate version “would 
accomplish more effectively what 
the Cochran amendment only tried 
to do. The Cochran amendment 
leaves open many ways of getting 
round its bar on write-ups of land 
value which, in the case of the 
Manhassett and Lucas-Hunt proj- 
ects, have been grossly exaggerated. 
Under the Senate version the 
chances of such write-ups are very 
“slim.” 

The real difference between the 
Senate Committee and Cochran 
amendments in Colean’s view, is 
that the former would benefit low 
rental projects and the latter high- 
rental ones, through the applica- 
tion of the FHA’s loan maximum of 
89 per cent. 

His View of Senate Conditions. 

“Under the Senate measure,” he 
said “no mortgage loan could be 
granted to exceed the actual cost 
of the structures built, excluding all 
street extensions, utilities and mis- 
cellaneous expenses. In other words, 
the applicant, before obtaining a 
mortgage loan, would have to pos- 
sess a substantial equity. 

“The land and all improvements 

on the land must be in the picture, 
in addition to enough cash to pay 
miscellaneous expenses, such as 
legal and financial costs. These 
conditions can obviously be met 
more easily when the price of the 
land is low, and therefore favorable 
to the development of low rental 
projects.” 
By limiting mortgages to struc- 
tural value, in Colean’s opinion, 
only a narrow margin would be 
left for write-ups in land value.

He jay- 
walks in trying to cross to the other side 
of the street, and is compelled to step 
out between two parked automobiles.

TAPS FOR TWO MORE RACKETEERS. 

The iron-fisted rule of terror and intimidation 
which John Nick and Clyde Weston have enforced 
over the moving picture machine operators and mov- 
ing picture theater owners of St. Louis has ended. 
Circuit Judge Ernest F. Oakley's order ousting them 
from control of the movie operators’ local and setting 
up a receivership for the union until control can be 
returned to the bona fide members spells the down- 
fall of these two notorious labor racketeers. 

Judge Oakley's order provides for the union to be 
purged of the ex-convicts and the strongarm men 
whom Nick had forced upon the union to bolster 
his tottering regime. The order protects such assets 
of the union as remain and leaves the way clear for 
the bona fide members to take charge without inter- 
ference from George E. Browne, international head of 
the Theatrical Brotherhood, and Nick’s stooge. 

The court order does more than give the legitimate 
members of the union and the theater operators a 
chance to breathe freely. With Nick dethroned, the 
theater men should no longer fear to tell the full 
story of how $22,000 was extorted from them in 1936 
and 1937 as the price of preventing prohibitive wage 
increases. These are episodes which should have a 
full airing when Nick, Weston and Representative 
Edward M. (Putty Nose) Brady, the alleged go-be- 
tween in the payoff, come up for trial in criminal 
court on extortion charges. 

To the 66 members of the union who joined in 
the suit to oust Czar Nick, the community owes a 
debt of gratitude. It is no exaggeration to say that 
they risked their livelihood, for had the suit failed, 
Nick might have made it impossible for them to 
find work at their trade in St. Louis or anywhere 
else. The courageous course stands out all the more 
by contrast with that of the majority of the mem- 
bers of the local, who compromised themselves by 
giving Nick a “vote of confidence” in spite of the 
shocking disclosures as to his methods. 

Their aggressiveness is also in vivid contrast to 
the lethargy of William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, who sidestepped the 
whole rotten business with the plaint that he was 
without authority to take action. 

In view of the difficulty they have had in throw- 
ing off the yoke of the racketeers, this group should 
be trusted to reform the extortionate dues which have 
been collected under Nick’s rule. The membership 
fee has been $30 a year, plus from 5 to 10 per cent 
of the members’ weekly earnings. It will amount to 
a handsome wage increase simply to reduce dues to 
a fair level. 

Which of the racketeers who have insinuated 
themselves into positions of union leadership in St. 
Louis will be the next to fall? Gone is Arthur 
Schading, czar of the Electrical Workers’ Union. 
Isadore Londe, who has been photographed with 
Weston at a labor convention, is under a 26-year 
sentence on a bombing charge. Sylvester (Babe) 
Baldwin, another convention crony of Weston’s, was 
ousted as head of the Bartenders’ Union after hi¢ 
arrest in the Lee Baker shooting. Bab Moran, also 
an officer of the Bartenders’ Union and the possessor 
of a police record, was thrown out at the same time. 
Still a third racketeer who fastened himself upon 
the bartenders, Elmer Dowling, is a fugitive from 
justice in the Lee Baker case. 

And now Nick, who succeeded Schading as the 
city’s Labor Racketeer No, 1, and his business man- 
ager, Weston, have fallen.

O'MALLEY'S ATTEMPTED SHAKEDOWN. 


Another promising field of inquiry into the career) 
of R. Emmet O'Malley is opened by the disclosure; 


that he tried to shake down the organizers of the 

General American Life Insurance Co. for $200,000 

as a “contribution” to the Pendergast machine. 
This is the company that took over the old Mis- 


souri State Life Insurance Co., after it had been, | 


mismanaged and looted for years by unscrupulous 
promoters. O'Malley worked very hard to put over 
the deal by which an outfit headed by David M. 
Milton, a son-in-law of John D. Rockefeller Jr., took 
over the Missouri State. 

Various noxious odors arose from the deal. For 
one thing, there was the question as to what extent 
the assets of the old company had been impaired. 
O'Malley contended the impairment amounted to 
$29,000,000, which permitted the sale of the company 
without calling for bids; but A. C. Good, an insur- 
ance actuary of high repute, refused to sign the 
report fixing the impairment at that figure. He 
regarded it as a device to avoid asking for bids. 


Other insurance experts fixed the impairment at; 
less than $23,000,000, and they protested against the’ 


O’Malley figure. 

Did O’Malley figure that, since he had put over a 
questionable transaction in favor of Milton and his 
associates, he was entitled to a $200,000 “contribu- 
tion”? What otherwise would have emboldened him 
to ask for that large sum? 

It is said that the $200,000 “contribution” was re- 
fused and that subsequently the General American 
was subject to harassing demands and political at- 
tacks. Evidently things got too warm for Milton 
and his crowd. They arranged a peculiar deal by 
which the General American was sold to a group 
representing the Southwestern Life Insurance Co. of 
Dallas, at a gross profit of $20 per share on their 
original investment, or $900,000. 

O’Malley was furious. He had put Milton into a 
nice position, and now Milton, after apparently re- 
fusing to be shaken down, had sold the company 
without O’Malley’s knowledge—and at a handsome 
profit. 

Here we have a large company, financed by the 
premiums of policyholders, juggled by promoters 
and politicians in a cat-and-rat game, with the evi- 
dent object of finding out how much money could 
be milked from it and to whom the money should go. 

A thousand questions are raised by the O’Malley 
disclosure and by the long and nauseating history 
of the Missouri State Life and its successor. The 
Federal grand jury will perform a notable service 
if it provides answers to some of them.

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ALL QUIET ON THE IOWA FRONT. 

The people of Iowa and Missouri are giving a 
demonstration of the placid way in which citizens 
of the decadent democracies settle their disputes 
without aggression or resort to the ennobling proc- 
ess of war.

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SUSPICIONS IN THE ANTI-AGGRESSOR BLOC. 

Mr. Chamberlain's attempt to rally a stop-ageres- 
sion front is meeting the formidable obstacle of 
mutual suspicions. Soviet Russia, which the Prime 
Minister desires above all other Powers to add to 
his list, remains coolly suspicious of British motives. 
Poland and Rumania, already recipients of British 
pledges, are suspicious of Russia. And Britain’s 
ruling group, to complete the circle, is suspicious 
of entering any engagement with the Communist 
Power. 

Russia still remembers with resentment the cold 
shoulder it received at the Munich conference. 
Britons can scarcely realize “the profound indigna- 
tion and humiliation” felt in the Soviet Union over 
this treatment, Walter Duranty writes in the New 
York Times. Nor has Russia forgotten the indica- 
tions that Britain’s ruling group hopes for a mu- 
tually exhausting Russo-German war, with Britain 
the ultimate gainer. Hence the present Soviet de- 
mand for a British-French-Russian military alliance 
as the price of joining the new front. Acceptance may 
frighten Poland and Rumania out of the bloc, but 
Britain and France are considering the plan serious- 
ly since, as Lloyd George and Churchill have warned, 
an anti-aggression front without Russia would mean 
a trap for England. 

Both Poland and Rumania hold territory carved 
from Czarist Russia. Both are in deadly fear of 
Communist propaganda if the Red army fights as 
an ally on their soil. A Polish official mouthpiece 
casts doubt on Russian military strength. A com- 
promise is suggested, with Russia sending in planes 
and material to her smaller neighbors, but no 
troops. 

With such antagonisms among its prospective 
members, it is evident the wall Chamberlain is try- 
ing to build is still a wobbly one. The axis Powers 
are busily making counter-offers. and exerting pres- 
sure to weaken it further. Britain is paying dearly 
for its late start and for Chamberlain's experiment 
with appeasement.

In the summer of 1938, how- 
ever, it was realized that rearmament had 
something more than a symbolic signifi- 
cance. Thousands under arms, thousands en- 
gaged on western fortifications, endless air- 
raid rehearsals involving as many as three 
black-outs in a single week—these inescap- 
able facts brought the public face to face 
with the possibility of war. 

The wild scenes of joy which greeted the 
Munich agreement were 
much by the acquisition of the Sudetenland 
as by relief that war had been averted. 


The most ‘surprising feature about the | 
phase of governmental popularity which fol- | 


lowed Munich was that it lasted for so short 
a time. 
was the realization after the crisis how seri- 
ous the situation had in fact been. A sec- 
ond cause was the bitter and uncompro- 
mising tone of Herr Hitler’s speech at Saar- 
bruecken, which belied the general . hope 
that the time for alarms and excursions had 
passed. And, thirdly, there was much dis- 
content that men under arms or engaged on 
military fortifications were not more rapid- 
ly released. 

The third phase began with the anti-Jew- 
ish rioting in the second week of Novem- 
ber. Germans themselves speak of “before 
and after Nov. 10” in much the same way 
as we speak of “before and after Munich.” 
The pogrom alienated the sympathies of 
many non-political "Germans who had pre- 
viously tended to discount atrocity stories 
as Jewish propaganda. 

. +. . 

Neither long-standing grievances nor the 
growing fear of war can wholly account for 
the weakening of Herr Hitler’s hold on his 
own people at a time when he has achieved 
such tremendous successes in foreign policy. 
Germany today has reached a stage when 
the sterilizing effects of over-organization 
are becoming more and more apparent. It 
is not. merely that there is little to appre- 
ciate. Many are too tired to raise en- 
thusiasm for any cause. 

The Hitler Youth and Girls’ Bund or- 
ganizations claim those of school age, and, 
although the number of parades has now 
been reduced, the burden of attendance is 
still heavy. The Storm Troopers take the 
majority of men of military age, involving 
two evening parades a week and occasional 
outings at week ends. 

Even apart from direct party and state 
obligations, the organization of economic 
life in fronts, estates and chambers puts 
additional burdens on the individual work- 
er, whether man or woman. There is not 
only a compulsory subscription, but unpaid 
and compulsory attendance at lectures’ and 
conferences intended to relate the particu- 
lar activity of the worker to National So- 
cialist aspirations. 

The strain of life has resulted in not 
merely physical but mental exhaustion. 
Doubtless there is some advantage to the 
rulers of a totalitarian state in leaving the 
individual a minimum of surplus energy for 
whatever leisure he can call his own, al- 
though many of the consequences cannot

foreign authors, particularly Swedish, Amer- 
ican and English, are being read. 
Another unintended consequence is seen 
in the attitude of the public to sensational 
news. It is not merely that all items of 
news are disbelieved as mere propaganda. 
Most Germans considered that the Czechs 


grossly mistreated the German minority, but

raised surprisingly Ifttle indignation. The 
capacity for indignation involves a certain 
measure of surplus energy and that is rare- 
ly met with in Germany today.

Even among the younger generation there 
are many who, while not actively antag- | 
onistic to the regime, adopt an attitude of | 
cynical indifference and skepticism to ‘pol- 
itics. The future is too uncertain for youth- | 
ful idealism. The excitements of the last 
12 months have greatly ‘weakened the ap- 
peal which National Socialism formerly 
made to the German sense of order and 
security. “We have learned by bitter experi- 
ence the folly of making plans for the fu- 
ture” is a general comment. 

More tangible, although not necessaarily 
more important, than the general exhaus- | 
tion is discontent with the mounting bur- | 
den of taxation. According to a writer in 
the Times’ Annual Financial and Commer- 
cial Review, the national revenue has leaped 
from 6,800,000,000 marks in 1933-34 to prob- 
ably 18 billion to 19 billion marks in 1938- 
39. When every allowance is made for re- 
adjustment and centralization of receipts, 
this represents a tremendous increase in the 
burden to be borne by people whose wages 
seem already extremely low. : 

No survey of public opinion under National 
Socialism would be complete without an im- 
portant qualification. The dissatisfaction is 
more general among the older generation. 
Indeed the eternal conflict between age and 
bose is itself a vital factor in public opin- 
on. 

Parents deeply resent a system which 
takes their children so much out of their 
hands and substitutes for the training of 
family life the environment of camp and pa- 
rade ground. 

Those who are ready to discount the dis- 
content in Germany today on the ground 
that it comes mainly from older people for- 
get that the under-25s, when they have their 
own children, will share many of the pres- 
ent grievances of their parents. 

It is hard to believe that the strain of 
last summer could be repeated without a 
serious collapse of morale. The German 
people could not have been less enthusiastic 
for war than in September, when the nom- 
inal cause would have been the rescue of 
the Sudeten Germans, about whose griev- 
ances they felt strongly. What their reac- 
tion, therefore, toa war fought in fulfillment 
of axis obligations would be is a question 
which must give Germany’s more responsi- 
ble leaders cause for anxious reflection.

Two Views on Whether 
Nervous Impulses Can 
Produce Organic Disease.

HE article today might almost} 
be called “Science and Health 
—a Vindication.” 
While all physicians know that 
mental or emotional factors can 
make people feel ill, few of them 
are willing to admit that mental 
or nervous impulses can produce 
organic disease, such as ulcer of 
the stomach, goiter, arthritis or 
hemorrhages. 
Yet, there are some very queer 
and definite things that point that 
way. A truck driver who shifted 
gears with his right hand and 
braked with his left foot, had a 
paralysis from a hemorrhage in the 
brain which affected the muscles 
performing those actions and those 


ly do not do things that selectively. 
Could it be that this man’s long 
habituation in one set of movements 
created nerve pathways that di- 
rected this accident when it came? 

Experiments by the Russian 
physiologist, Rosekor, have shown 
that stimulation of the cortex of 
the brain produces certain chem- 
ical substances—hormones—in the 
body, and that these are capable of 
producing the same effects as the 
stimulation of the brain itself. The 
injection of blood and spinal fluid, 
for instance, obtained after such 
stimulation, will affect the pan- 
creas in such a way as to produce 
temporary diabetes. 

A chemical called acetylcholine is 
apparently produced in the body as 
a result of fright. If this is injected 
into monkeys, it will cause the mus- 
cles of the face and the eyes, includ- 
ing the pupils of the eyes, to as- 
sume the reactions characteristic of 
fright. And this even after the 
nerves going to the muscles have

What can these experiments im- 
ply other than that an emotional or 
mental state may produce chemi- 
cal changes in the blood, which can 
produce organic changes? It is 
even postulated that certain hor- 
mones are associated with tumor 
growths. 

The opposite viewpoint, of 
course, has equal validity, and, in 
fact, probably more, and is the one 
held by most hard-headed physi- 
cians—the view that organic dis- 
eases produce toxins or reactions of 
some kind that influence the ner- 
vous system, the mind and emo- 
tions.

Hand in Which South’s 
Bidding Was Ridiculously 
Unsound.

NE of the most remarkable 
things about the general run 
of bridge players is the way cer- 
tain ideas stick in their heads and 
simply cannot be dislodged. Twen- 
ty years ago, in the game of auc- 
tion bridge, theorists considered it 
good strategy to make a defensive 
overcall with a five card suit and 
one and one-half honor tricks. Per- 
haps that was really a good idea in 
auction bridge, although personally 
I think that only the auction play- 
er’s inexplicable reluctance to dou- 
ble for penalties enabled the weak 
overcall to survive. Whatever its 
merits in auction, there can be no 
doubt that the weak overcall has 
no place in contract bridge. Strateg- 
ically it is a “dud,” since it sel- 
dom prevents the opponents from 
arriving at a sound contract. Most 
of the time it merely gives the op- 
ponents a choice between carrying 
on with their own bidding and 
“taking out time for lunch.” In 
the hand below East and West en- 
joyed a good “meal” at South's 
expense.

She learned so quickly 
that she was promoted twice a 
term instead of once as the others 
were, and now she finds herself 
in high school, a little girl among 
much older children. 

The years do not matter so much. 
It is the experiences that the years 
have brought to these older chil- 
dren, and which have matured their 
minds, set their characters, changed 
their tastes. They live in another 
world than that which Jerrie 
knows, and she cannot enter there 
with any chance of success or hap- 
piness. You cannot achieve ma- 
turity by rapid promotions. That 
comes by experiences, the long 
slow growth that active participa- 
tion in every-day living brings.
